The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
formula for calculating the centrifuge retention capacity (CRC) is derived from 
Applicants own experimental work. Prior art teaches centrifuge retention capacity 
(CRC) as a known design parameter for absorbent structures comprising SAPs; 
however, the parameter has previously been determined by direct experimental 
measurement using methods such as the teabag retention test detailed in Bewick- 
Sonntag et al. Designing an absorbent composition using a generalized correlation for 
calculating the CRC value based on specified parameters of porous quality and SAP 
mass fraction, then calculating the amount of SAP and stranding material needed to 
form the absorbent structure is a non-obvious change over the prior methods.
